We publiBbed yesterday Iho very nble 
letter of our correspondent in Korih 
Wales on tho subject of cmignilion 
tbenco to this Colony. He evidently focls 
deeply interaaied in tho subject, iind 
throws ont some Taluable hints toucli- 
iog the character of omigrauts likdy to 
come ont to U8 and the posBiblo ooBt for 
passage, &o. Hie ideas on the anJ joot 
of the number to be sent forward nro 
perhaps a little in advance of the time ; 
our capacity to absorb is not equal to 
Boch a number at present ; bat ho sliowa 
very clearly that we o«n have all tho ma- 
terial of the right kind we are able 
to receivfc and pay for. It would be inju- 
dicious to bring out a large number at 
ono time ; as the population increased 
here, tho menua of diHposing of theiInmi^ 
grants would increnso in proportion, h[r1 
the numher could be gradually incrcnscd 
after the third or fourth party had ar- 
rived. Tho paBsongers sliould be jmli- 
ciODBly selected for each pi^rty ; for in - 
stance, a proportion of single ft males 
BhoQid come out with a. certuiii uiiniber 
Of families; such parties could to alter- 
nated with single men and families, so 
that proper consideration could be given 
to the protection and moml conduct cf 
all ;the arrivals should not be more fre- 
quent than every two or three inouilis 
to begin with, thus allowing of the whole 
Of one party being oomloriably BetiK d 
before the ne»t arrives. A proper pUee 
for their reception should be provided in 
this city, and a committee formed of our 
citizens, a proportion of whom being cler» 
gymen, who should attend in turn and 
receive the immigrants on their arrival, 
and see them comfortably housed and 
carod tor until tho farm or employraeot 
had been fixed upon. One thing is very 
erldent: we must pay the wholo ex- 
penses of the earlier parties : for, when 
our Colony becomes known at home by 
meaneof those whom we bring out in 
the first ships, assisted passages will tlien 
be snfiBcient, and in course of time, the 
flow will be strong enough wilhoai any 
aid from the colonists except that sent 
privately to asBisl immediate friends. W'o 
are glad to learn that the posaiblu cost 
will be under the estimate formed hero, 
80 that immediate arrangements might 
be made for a first party, and that would 
give ample time for ibe dispatch of o 
second alter the leqaisite funds had been 
subscribed here to be added to the Gov- 
ernment advance. In this way we should 
soon people ihia Colony with an indus- 
trious, loyal and steady population, far 
superior to any newly-arrived iramigrau ' b 
aa a body, on the American cODiiaent, 
and purely homogenous. Tbo sexes would 
also be so well proportioned tbnt wp 
Bhoaldsave the press a vast deal of uiis- 
spent sentiment usually wudtctl oi> the 
wandering bipeds that reach our Hhores 
from the neighboring coniineut liico wails 
and strays, to be carried buck wb; never 
they haveabs'racteclfrom our uiineb sulli- 
cieni gold to give tbem ^omu short-lived 
enjoyment in its expenditure in an iilien 
conntry. Such people are nn absolute 
misfortnoe for the Colf^ny, as they are 
robbing ns of the me^ns that nature h;iK 
BO bouotifnily provided os with to build 
hop. We are fully convinced with our 
correspondent that the virtnons oonjugul 
Btate, the sandi'y of home and of liomc 
life, is the very basis and fouodution ol 
national wellbeing. It is patent to every 
inhabitant of this Colony that the pan- 
city of populaiion is one great reason 
reason of the slowness of onr develop, 
meut. A matter like the "increoBe of 
permftuent population that iotorasta 
everybody, should onlist tho aid ana 
gympalby of all. Lot the whole Colony 
bo oanvuSHod, and lot evi'ryona sub. 
scribe bis or her mito towards so b. iio- 
fioial aticheme : ^o feel quito suro ihui 
funds would be forthcoming lor Jill t.ho 
requirements cf at least tho throo or 
four firm parlies ; Ujo movemont would 
then have received all the iifuurts'iry 
impetus and with very liitlo stimulant 
would continue to icoreaso in volume. 
Some advantage could bo oflurod to 
subscribers of, say one hundred dollma, 
in having the prefereoce, all thiDgn 
being couBOnant, in choice of a wile or 
domestic servant, as the oase* may bo.

C. S., of 105, Great Ru-'Hell-atroct 
Bloomsbury, was summonod for unlaw- 
lully neglooting to "take or cause" his 
child 10 bu Taccinated witboat ruasunH< 
ble excuse.. The proceedings were issu 
cd nt the iustauce of tlie BMird ol 
Guurdiaiii* of the parish of Si. <joor;^n, 
Bl( omfbury, uridor tlie Act 30 and 81 
Vicioriu, cup, 8-1. Dr. Skclton pleaded 
"Guilty'' and slated that bis objecliona 
to comply with the Aot were founded on 
oor^seiontioaB be'iei that vacoiiiniioD is 
injuridua. During a pructico of I4 yours 
bo had seen terrible results follow Inun 
the ndopiion of this systoin, and tho 
worst cases were those in which thu piUi-- 
ent hud been Viieciniil.od twice und oven 
liiroo timos, So far from being prophy 
luetic, it was agroat onuso ot the propa- 
t,'aiioii of diseu'C. He therefore refneed 
lo vii(.-ciniii hin own or any o.her clidd.
